2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 14-20 
are considered allowable over the prior art because none of the references of record 
alone or in combination suggest, disclose, or teach a transmitting apparatus wherein a 
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digitized television IF signal is transformed into a transport channel bit-stream for 
transmission, comprising a splitter, an encoder DPCM-core, an output, a first location 
clipping detector and a first location substitutor all together as claimed. The closest 
prior art, Van Buul (Hybrid D-PCM, a Combination of PCM and DPCM), discloses 
conventional DPCM transmission, either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate 
or render the above limitations obvious.
